wherein the viral protein is associated with the virus budding process .

Claim 23 (currently amended): A method for augmenting a cellular immune response to a 

virus which comprises comprising: 

administering an effective amount of th e v e ctor of Claim 10 a vector comprising a 

nucleic acid comprising a deletion mutation of the budding mediating motif of a viral 
protein encoded by the nucleic acid to augment the cellular immune response to the 
viruSi 

wherein the viral protein is associated with the virus budding process . 

Claim 24 (original): The method of Claim 23 further comprising administering a recombinant 
protein boost.
